WITNESSES EXAMINED BY 
POLICD AUTHORITIES, 


Continuing thelr investigations 
into the dastardly murdor which 
was, perpetrated on Mr. George 
Fung at Village Road,’ Happy 
Valley on Thursday evening, the 
Police examined a number of wit- 
nesses during the week-end and 
it was-disclosed yesterday that 
nono of the persons interrogated 
has so far been detained. - 

Tho Polico attach little signifi- 
cance to the discovery on a cer- 
tain party of two arms Ncences, 
for cne of which the owner holds no 
‘weapon. The explanation given 
was that the firearm covered by 
the Hconce was never brought into 
the Colony, . the Hcgnec havinys 
beon issued. by the authorities in 
Shanghaf. Neither licence found 
In the party’s possession applics 
to the automatic which was dis- 
carded by tho assassin. ' 

Little doubt seems to be entet- 
talned that jenlousy was the 
motive for the crime ond that 
the murder was committed by a 
paid assassin. It {a on these lines 
that the Police are conducting 
their enquiries, but it is pointed 
out that thelr chief difficulty is 
the lack of -tientification .of any 
nature, thus minimising their 
chances of being able to prove 
anything definite againat unybody 
whom they might arrest in con- 
nexion with the outrage. 

Miss Lai Ming-fay. 

The charming Iady who was 
with the deceased on the night of 
the murder fs Miss Laf Ming-fay, 
the name by which she fs known 
on the stage. Miss Lai comes 
of a talented family of artista and 
her father was the organiser of 
a well-known Chinese munical and 
dancing, company which visited 
Hongkong and Singapore with 
much success 
ayo. .Prior to her visit to-South 
China, Miss Lai had established 
herself ag a promising cinema 
actress in Shanghai and has taken 
the leading feminine role in 
several Chinese pictures. 

Subsequent to the -tour in 
Singapore and other parts of the 
Straits Settlements, Miss Lal 
settled in Hongkong and some 
two years ago the vernacular 
Press yave considerable publicity 
to a romance between -her and 2 
young Chinese. Miss Lai ia anid 
to have been residing at the 
Hotel Nathan in Yaumati. 

On the night of the murder Mr. 
George Fung had_ visited ao 
friend’s house in Happy Valley 
and it was whlilat.he was on his 
way to the Central district, ap- 
parently taking Miaa Lai home, 
that he was attacked. ote 

The murdered man was the 
grandson of the Inte Mr. Fung Wah- 
chuen, who was the Chinese re- 
presentative on the’ Sanitary 
Bourd some thirty years ao. 
Hia grandfather was then the 
organiser of numerous public 
concerns and was the manager of 
a well-established Chinese, bank jn 
Hongkong. He had also served in 
the” Peking Government-as- -an 
omicial. : 


Mr. George Fung was a keen 


‘1 motorist and dancer,ond enjoyeu 


a large circle of fends. .The 
funeral took place on Saturday 
afternoon at the Chinese Per 
manent Cemetery at Aberdeen and 
was well attended by relatives and 
friends. :

“A great task but also a grent 
opportunity” is the way in which 
ILM. the King recently deserjbed 
present efforts’ to nchieve inter- 
the present efforts to achieve inter- 
national disarmament.. At a time 
when thd whole ‘world jis 
struggling In face of enormous 
economic, political and financlal 
diMculties, the ‘opponents of the 
new world order, of which the 
League of Nations is both the 
avmbol and the instrument, have 
mobilised their forces and come 
out. into the open with their 
hostility. The League has. been 
accused on account of its trifling 
expense, while the reluctance of 
the individual. Governments to 
use its machinery to stop the 
conflict In-the Far East has given- 
the critics further ammunition to 
fire at Geneva, The British 
Empire, they have urged, should 
turn its back on Europe and work 
out its own salvation. -No res- 
it is signifi- 
cant to note, has tnken part in 
this campaign. Perhaps the King’s 
words will make those who have 
Watened to spectous: arguments 
think twice. “While every nation 

. «Must work out its own re- 
storation to prosperity,” declares 
His Majesty; “this duty need not 
conflict with obligations towards 
fellow members of the community 
of nations." And again, “the 
well-being of the world and the 
well-being of our own, country 
depend on the same causes and 
are inseparable.” - 

At the moment,

enjoying:.n brief respite from 
thelr Inbours, but all the Grent 
Powers have already - lald thelr 
proposals on the tnble. Three of 
them. Great Britain, - the, United 
Statés and Italy, are in substantial 
Agreement on severnl important 
doints, including the nbolition of 
submarines and heavy = guns, 
{taly goes farther In wanting the 
aholition also of tanks, of battle- 
ships and battle crufsers, of naval 
aircraft carriers and of bombing 
feroplanes. The U.S.A. sawould 
put restrictions on tanks, Great 
Britain and Japan favour a re- 
duction in the size of ‘enpital 
ships, Japan also proposes the 
abolition of aerial bombardmeht.

“Q7OUNG Man,” writing tho 
othor day, voiced a point of 
viow which has been stale 

since the Assyrian Empire. ‘Jn- 

fluence,” “Fayouritism,”: “Nopo- 
tism” huve been the cries ‘of the 
leas fortunnte since the first 
civilisation, And of course, super- 
ficinily, their case is unnnswer- 
ablo. : 
The world is a very unfair place, 
where virtuo ig usually unreward- 
ed and birth, “bounce,” and money 
monopolise the prizes. From the 
individual’s point of view, then, 

“Young. Man” is . undoubtedly 

right. It is when. he assumes that 

such a state of affnirs fa neces- 
surily inefficient that he is on 
shaky ground. © : : 

His statement Ix founded on two 
failacies; the firat laut good sub- 
6rdinntes make good commandors, 
the second that superiors ean dis- 
tInguish between. real virtue and 

“push,” “bounce,” and flattery 

among their inferlora. They are 

all convinecd they can distinguish, 


but we have only to look on the: 


successful self-made.men, whether 
of commerce or politics, to seo that 
they are very far_from being. an 
Ideal type, however selected. 

Of men at the head of affairs 
in all walks of Hfe, politics, buai- 
ness, the services, and the prpfes- 
sions, some are there through 
“bounce” and some through in- 
fluence. Would anyone seriously 
contend that the former are of 
more value to their country than 
the latter? 


Selection in the Services 


In the fighting servieds the 
principles of selection by merit 
are more nenrly adhered to than 
in civilian life, but would anyone 
suggest that there is anything like 
the brillfance and personality in 
the senior ranks as when Nelson, 
Wellington, ‘or Marlborough Ied?, 
_The lite war, with its ‘endless 
alaughter and futile waste, wad the 
crowning condemnation of a sys- 
tom of promotion by merit. Its 
commanders were all good sub- 
ordinates. Genius, renl  lender- 
ship: [s killed by such a system. ‘ 

Under present conditions it is 
most unlikely that the man who is 
going to make 4 great success at 
the top will ever be picked out for 
conspicuous ability at the bottom. 
Only the grosscat favouritism 
could have brought Nelson, . an 
eccentric disobedient -wenkling, to 
high command; the corrupt, plea- 
sure-loving Marlborough would 
have been cashiered as na sutbal- 
tern. 


As Britain rose irresistibly to ; 


be the greatest Power in the world, 
her military and political leaders 
reached thelr positions by birth. 
Her commerce ‘was. built by sons 
succeeding fathers, trained from 
the beginning to the leadership. 
If Britons no longer lend -tho 
world; if, as “Young Man” sug- 
gesta, we are losing our grip, it 
may well be that our business and 
our politics are in the hands, of 
pushful- bluffers-on- the -one hand 
and uninapired plodders on the 
other. .

It took the surgical pro- 
fession some time to get over their 
prejudice against radium, and 
learn how to uae it In combination 
with surgery, and onr clinies up to 
n fow years ago were behind those 
in Europe and America as far as 
equipment and personnel were con- 
cerned. :

years of careful study before it 
can be pronounced beneficial or not. 

In other centres, such as thore 
in Paris,  Stoekham, Briseela, 
Vienna, and New York, the “bomb" 
method of using large quantities 
of radium ds still employed or has 
been recently introduced. It Ix 
unlikely, judging by past  experi- 
ences in the matter, that the au- 
‘horities in England are ahead 
of these centres in discarding the 
method, and before the .four 
vrammes of radium are distributed 
slt over the country in amall units 
the matter should- be the subject 
Won spectal inquiry. 

Danucrous Aspect. 

It may bo argued that the Na- 
tional Radium Commission is it- 
self an authoritative committee, 

vo aae Prouvuncements as valuable, 
us those of any other committee. 
But there is a feeling that the 
main question of the value of the 
“bomb” method hat been .over- 
thadowed by the dutalls of hous- 
ing and using this large amount 
of radium. Special apparatus, a 
special building, and carefully- 
‘rained stall: are necessary for 
manipulating ao much radium, and 
the work is not without its very 
dangerous side, These difficultics, 
and there may be other side Iasues, 
should not, however, be allowed to 
influence the decision on the value 
of the treatment. : 

If there are some cases of cancer 
which can be cured or improved by 
the "bomb" and by no other way, 
then the “bomb’ must be available, 
or the functions --of --n-National 
Commission are not being carried 
ont faithfully. It is sincerely 
hoped that the matter will be fully 
ventilated before action is taken, 
which may well put back the clock 
of radium treatment in England,

MOTOR INDUSTRY.

| Tho death is announced of Mr. 

Henry Martyn Leland, tho “Grand 

Old Man”’ of the Motor industry. 

Retiter’s American Service. 

Mr-Henry Martyn Leland died at 
tho ride old age of 89 years, Born In 
Danville, In the State of Vermont, 
Februnry 16, 1848, ha was educated 
in the public schools. In early life 
he developed a liklng for mechanics 
using the basement of his homo os 
a workshop. Pasaing out of school 
he learned the machiniat’s trade at 
Worcester, Mass., and his firat do- 
finite job was that of tool-maker In 
the United States Amoury at 
Sbringfield, Mass., from 1862 to 
1965. He then entered the employ 
of Messrs. Brown and Sharp of 
Providence, R.L, remaining with 
that firm for 20 years and becom- 
ing the superintendent of tha sew- 
ing machines department. In 
1890 he moved to Detroit and went 
{nto business a5 a manufacturer of 
apecinlised machinery, organising 
the Leland and Faulconer Manu- 
facturing Company of which he was 
the manager until the firm was 
merged into the Cadillac Motor 
Company, of which he was the 
founder in 1904 and Genera! Mona- 
ger until 1909, after which he be- 
came President and advisory mana- 
ger. He.also founded the Lincoln 
Motor Company. -In politics Mr, 
Leland was a Republican and 
founder of the Detroit Citizens’ 
League. . 

Famous Irish Reformer. 
London, Mar. 27. 

The death is announced of Sir 
Horace Plunkett—Reuter’a Special 
Scrvice. 

Horace Curzon Plunkett, third 
son of the 16th Baron Dunsany, 
was born in Oct. 1854 and studied 
at Eton and Oxford. From 1879 
to 1889 he was ranching in 
Montana where he not only 
namusased a considerable fortune, 
but galned valuable experience. On 
his return to Ireland he tried to 
bring together men of nll parties 
in order to make the country more 
prosperous, In 1894 be btarted 
the Irish Agriculture Organisation 
Society which did splendid work by 
introducing ‘co-operation . among 
farmers and showing them = the 
benefits of better methods. In 
1892 he had entered Parliament as 
a Unionist and in 1895 he got to- 
gether o committee to promote 
economic reforms.. Its report, pre- 
pared by Plunkett, gave details of 
the systems of state aid to agricul- 
ture and technical instruction in, 
forelgn countries. This report and 
the growing influence of Plunkett 
led to the passing in 1899 of an act 
establishing a 
Agriculture and Technical Instruc- 
tion in Ireland, of which the Chief 
Secretary was president ex-officlo. 
Plunkett was vice-president, a posi- 
tion which gave him control of tho 
department. He lost his seat in 
1900, but was allowed to retain his 
post. In 1908 he was knighted 
(K.C.V.0.). When the Liberal re; 
gime began in 1906, Plunkett was 
asked to continue his work, but as 
a Unionist nnd-a-man-who had set 
forth some unpleasant truths fn his 
book “Ireland In the New Cent- 
ury” he had provoked tho resent- 
ment of the Nationalist who tried 
to drive out of office a man who had 
done more than anyone to benofit 
the Irish people.
